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= WHEREAS a reliable and efficient source of credit is essential 
to the well-being of the livestock industry, .:- 


IT IS RESOLVED: that we urge the maintenance and extension of 
proper credit facilities for the livestock industry. 


WHEREAS many livestock: producers are mortgaged to Regional Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporations, and Whereas these corporations are in 
process of liquidation, and further it is our belief that any forced _ 
collection of livestock loans would be detrimental to both individuals 
and the industry, 

IT IS RESOLVED: that we urge the greatest care and consideration 
in the liquidation of these Regional Agricultural Credit Corporations, and 
further that the Production Credit Associations of the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration be allowed to take over these Regional loans on first and sec- 
ond mortgage basis. 


WHEREAS, it is our belief that the past troubles of the livestock 
industry have in part been due to the unreasonable extension of credit 
in times of rising prices, 

IT IS RESOLVED: that we urge that no extension of credit be made 
on the basis of inflated values or to new or untried operatorss 


WHEREAS, it is our belief that it is of benefit to the livestock 
industry to change tenants into landowners at the earliest opportunity, 
and whereas the sources of credit are not adequate for this purpose, 

IT IS RESOLVED: that we urge that a study of this situation be 
made by the Farm Credit Administration in order to determine a suitable 
plan to enable tenants to become landowners. 


WHEREAS the western range operator must now lease part of his 
range from one or more of the following Federal agencies, namely The Forest 
Service, The Taylor Grazing Administration, The Biological survey, The 
Reclamation Department, and others, and WHEREAS there is little, if 
any, cooperation between these Departments, and in some cases there is def- 
inite antagonism between them, and WHEREAS such a situation impairs the 
credit of range operators both with private and Federal land agencies be- 
cause of uncertain and different rules and regulations pertaining to the
